“ae MEMORANDUM of great importance 
A to the public, and especially to 

students of social and economic con- 
ditions, says the /rish Trade Journal, was 
recently published by the Stationery Office, 


Dublin. It is entitle “The Trend cf 
Employment and Unemployment in the 
Saorstat,’’ and reviews. statistical information 


regarding employment and unemployment in 
Saorstét Eireann from 1926 to April, 1936. 
It is the most complete analysis of the trend 
of employment and unemployment yet made 
in this country. 

It embodies a report of investigations made 
by a small committee of officers of the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce at the 
request of the secretary of the Department, 
who thought it desirable to have some re- 
liable indication of the trend of employment 
and some adequate’ explanation of the 
fluctuations of the numbers now included in 


the Live Register. 
CONCLUSIONS 


The unemployment position and the em- | 


ployment position are dealt with in separate 
sections of the memorandum, and the follow- 
ing conclusions are drawn from an exhaustive | 
analysis-of all the relevant facts and figures: 

““AN the available evidence goes to 
show that employment iú the aggregate 
was considerably greater in 1934 than 
in either: 1926, 1931 or 1933. Even in 
agriculture employment has shown im- 
provement. 

“The examination of the facts and 
figures readily available relative to un- 
employment which’ has been made in, 
this memorandum makes it apparent 
that there is no evidence of an increase 
in unemployment during recent years. 
At the same time, it has been shown 
that there is a great increase in the 
volume of employment,. especially in the 
volume of industrial employment.’’ 


DIFFICULTIES OF INQUIRY 


Jt_is explained in the introduction that 
the inquiry into the. trend of unemployment 
presented difficulties. The first obstacle to 
an inquiry of this kind in any country is 
the difficulty of finding an approximately 
accurate measure of unemnloyment, a diff- 
culty which is due to the lack of any gener- 
ally - accepted definition of unemployment. 
Again, any enumeration of the unemployed 
is liable to be affected by misunderstanding 
and error on the part of those who are being 
counted. The only statistical particulars of 
unemployment in the Saorstát are: 

(1) The enumeration made at the last 
census .of the population in April, 
1926; and 

(2) The ‘‘ Live Register ’’—that is, the 
numbers on the registers of Employ- 

» ment Exchanges and Branch Employ- 
ment Offices. 

In 1926 statistics of unemployment were 
compiled ‘from replies to. questions inserted 
in the census form. The figure for the num- 
ber of unemployed, resulting from a scrutiny 
of these replies, was 78,000, 
examination justifies the conclusion that 
there was a large amount of inaccuracy in 
the replies. Since 1926, no census of un- 
employment has been made in the Saorstat. 

Whether the Live Register does or does 
not at any time represent the totality . of 
unemployment depends on the existing 
inducements for registration and on other 
circumstances. Registration is voluntary,

UNEMPLOYMENT

After April, 1944, the operation of the Un 
employment Assistance Act began to have a 
very marked influence on the scale of regis- 
trations at local oflices of the Department. 
That Act provides payment of assistance for 
persons in all industries. including agricul- 
ture and private domestic service. and these 
payments are available, not only for Wage- 
earners, but for a very large: class of 
persons with means not exceeding the 
statutory limits, such ag small landholders 
and farmers’ relatives residing at home. 
Fersons not. previously gainfully occupied are 
also included in its scope - 

From the 18th Aprii, 1934, when applica- 
tions for payment of unemployment assist- 
ance began to be received, the number of 
applicants increased steadily, according as 
the' Department were able to issue qualifica- 
tion certificates, without which application 
for assistance could not be made, In April, 
1935, the number of persons with current ap- 
plications for unemployment assistance 
amounted to 111,000 of whom 76,000, or well 
over half the total number on the Live Re- 
gister (136,000), were persons with means. 

A thorough analysis of the means of ap- 
plicants for unemployment assistance is 
g'ven in the memorandum. For example. on 
ord December, 1934, when the total Live 
Register was 125,000, the number of appnli- 
cants for unemployment assistance who had 
means was 66.000, and of this number 51.000 
had means, the weekly value of which ex- 
ceeded two shillings (2s.). Of the former 
number 16. were owners or occupiers of 
farms, 23,000 were relatives of farmers re- 
siding at home, and 4000 had small busi- 
nesses or other undertakings. 


CAUSES OF INCREASE 

The statistics of the number voluntarily 
registering at local offices of the Department 
cannot be accepted as even an approximate 
indication of the varying volume of unem- 
ployment unless the motives for registration 
are substantially the same throughout the 
period to which the figures relate; but in the 
criod from 1926>to 1935 this condition was 
ar from being. fulfilled.

R. C. 8. THOMSON, Medical. Officer 
DD of Health for Belfast, is a great 
believer in slimming—within limits. 

He has written an article for ‘‘ Better 
Health,’ a booklet issued under the auspices 
of the Public Health Committee of the Bel- 
fast Corporation, which appropriately has 
been issued in time for Christmas. Dr. 
Thomson has reduced his own weight by 7 
stome within the past geven months, and, 
strongly advocates taking obesity in hand 
before it leads to other troublés. ‘‘ A man 
who is obese should consult his medical man 
right away, he says, “and be put on to a 
satisfactory régime—a way of life.” He 
states thai it is a great mistake for a man or 
woman’of 45*to go on eating the same amount 
of food as before that-age. 
Here are some of the suggestions from Dr. 
Thomson’s régime :— : 
Alcohol makes fat. — So stop tonsuming 
alcohol if you wish to pull down your weight. 
Next give up sugar in, all shapes and 
forms. No sweets, no sweet cakes, no sugar 
in your tea; you will soon get used to it; in 
fact, a time will.come wheg, if-some one puts 
sugur in your tea, you wift not like the taste 
of it. Again, no potatoes-: this is a hardship.

If good lambing results are to be obtained,

in a fit condition from now onwards. As a 
supplement to the grass, a small allowance ol 
a mixture of concentrates such as equal parts 
oats, decorticated earthnut: cake and bran, 
along with a few turnips daily, should be 
given.

The Council hope to get ahead: with this 
work immediately, and they also hope, before 
the season begins, to. improve the walk round 
Bray Head, The railway company ‘have 
given them all the facilities possible, and the 
Council have taken over about another mile 
of the walk towards Greystdénes, and propose 
to have this open to the public and to lay 
down a proper surface for walking. This 
addition will add immensely to the attrac- 
tions of the cliff walk round Bray Head. It 
may be that some time in the future the walk 
will be extended to link up with the road to 
Greystones, and thus provide a eoast walk 
unrivalled in the.country. - 


RELIEF WORK 


The Council have done a great deal of 
work during the last few weeks, in the nature 
of relief work, which will improve - greatly 
the amenities of the township, by laying down 
new sewers and water mains, widening roads 
and easing dangerous corners. 

Under the provisions of the Housing and 
Miscellaneous Town Planning Act the Council 
have carried out a number of clearance 
schemes, and are awaitifg the sanction of the 
Commissioner for four clearance orders, under 
which the people will be shifted from the old 
areas. It is proposed to\build on some_of the 
sites being taken over, but the whole question 
resolves itself into one of money and rates. 
At the present moment the rates in Bray, as 
the Town Clerk (Mr, MacCathmhaoil) pointed 
out, are 12s. 6d. ‘In the pound, compared with 
a pre-war rate of 6s. 9d.,.so that it is not 
unduly out of proportion taking into con- 
sideration the purchasing value of money in 
these days and also the many social services 
that have been ‘introduced since 1923. One 
of the troubles is that the Council have to 
contribute 7s. in the pound for poor law re- 
lief, including ninepence for ‘unemployment 
benefit assistance, and the poor relat inroads 
was only 2s. 2d. in the pound.

appears that there is no reason why we 
should neglect this most useful crop: In 
England the efforts of pioneer planters 
have been attended with a fair measure of 
success, and it.is possible that in a few 
years the cultivation on a' large scale of 
soya beans will be undertaken'by English 
farmers. oe 

This useful bean has been familiar to 
the Chinese for thousands of years. They 
extracted an edible oil, which they used 
for nutherous purposes, without attracting 
the attention of observant Europeans until 
1908. Since that year it has been found 
that the hitherto despised Chinese oil 
proved most useful in the manufacture. of 
margarine, salad oil, paints, . varnish, 
glycerine, soap, celluloid and candles. 

Between them, China and Manchukuo 
produce 14,000,000 tons of soya beans per 
annum. The U.S.A., Japan, Java and 
the U.S.S.R. are also large producers. 
In the U.S.A. they make the ubiquitous 
cereal patent foods from soya bean flour 
and meal. When roasted the beans also 
provide a palatable synthetic coffee. 
' In England when the oil is extracted 
the residue is made into a cake meal for 
cattle-feeding purposes. In former years 
we imported large quantities of this com- 
modity. 


City Cabs : 


Although outside. cars rarely , make 
their appearance on the streets during 
the winter months, cabs are still popular 
conveyances in Dublin. A city “‘cabby”’ 
told me the other day that between births, 
deaths and marriages he is kept busy. {n 
the less select streets the residents have 
remained faithful to the cab, which, if it 
is slow, is, nevertheless, respectable. They 
are so. conservative that they would not 
dream of attending a funeral in a taxi- 
cab. ‘These vehicles might be suitable for 
weddings or christenings, but in their 
opinio&they are far too fast for a funeral. 
At a recent Dublin funeral I noticed that 
the horses; harness and vehicles were well 
kept, while the drivers, although they 
lacked the prosperous appearance of the 
Dublin cabby in his heyday, looked as if 
‘‘the times weren't too bad at all, con- 
sidering everything.” f

DEFINED

HEN the Senate met yesterday after- 
W noon the Chairman (Mr. T. W. 
BENNETT) announced that he had 
received a report from the Chief Justice. who 
was Chairman of the Committee on’ Proce- 


' dure and Privileges, to state that that Com- 


mittee had certified the Land Purchase 
coer Fund) Bill, 1935, to be a Money 
sill. 

It was ordered that the Report of the 
Committee on Procedure and Privileges be 
laid on the table of the House. 

Speaking on the second stage of the Land 
Purchase (Guarantee Fund) Bill, 1935, which 
was then taken, 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee) reminded the House that the 
Land Purchase Annuities Fund Act of 1933 
did not expressly state that default in the 
payment of the land annuities should impose 
an automatic charge on the Guarantee Fund. 


. It was not the intention of the*Government, 


or the Oireachtas, to relieve the Guarantee 
Fund of the obligation which had hitherto 
been imposed on it by Statute to make good 
any deficiencies in the Purchase Annuity 
Fund, or any deficiencies there might be -in 
the collection of land atinuities. 

In support of that the Minister proceeded 
to. quole the statement of the Acting Minister 
{8 Lands when the bill of 1933 was going 
through the Dail, in which it was made 
clear that one of the provisions of thé bill 


~was designed to secure that the Guarantee 


Fund would remain liable in respect of land 
annuities, - He also pointed out that on the 
Committee stage of the bill in the Senate an 
amendment was accepted, notwithstanding 
the opposition of the Minister, which, in the 
words of Senator Wilson, would in effect dp 
away with the Guarantee Fund altogether. 
A second amendment by Sir John Keane was 
also -adopted to make the purpose more 
certain. . : 

In 'due vourse these two amendments seek- 
ing to abolish the Guarantee Fund procedure 
were. presented to the Dail, which rejected 
them. and when the bill came back to the 
Senate that body modified its attitude and 
on the amendments, and the 


noi insist 


Oireachtas that the Guarantee Fund would 
remain liable for any deficiencies in the col- 
lection of land annuities. 


REMOVING DOUBTS 


The present bill was intended to remove 
any doubts on the subject. It, was the duty 


of the legislature to cleat up such doubts 
and to make manifest now what its original 
inte nitions were. 


Mr. WILSON: said that the Minister had 
not. attempted to put forward‘any justifica- 
tion for the principle involved in the bill 
of taking money in aid of rates to make good 
defauits in land purehase~ annuities. He 
pointed out to the Minister that if the 
Senate had insisted on their amendments to 
the 1933 bill when the measure: came back 
from the Dail, it would have held up the 
bill. and that he thought would ‘not be a 
good thing for the farmers who were granted 
remission of half their annuities under that 
bill. 

He was surprised thaí a Sinn Fein Execu- 
tive should be so partial to the brutal ways 
of the British in dealing with farmers. They 
all knew that the whole aim of the British 
was to’ take as much as they could out of 
this country when they were here, and it 
surprised him that a Minister representing a 
Sinn Fein Executive should adopt the pre- 
datory methods of the thieves who were in 
possession before. 


The tenant purchasers in the:country never 
understood that they were to be liable for 
their, neighbours’ deficiencies.” In the old 
days the arrears were never more than one, 
two, or three per cent. ; but in the last half- 


. year there were £716,000 outstanding from a 


total of £2,000,000. Local Government, he 
thought, would be in a serious position finan- 
cially if they had to foot liability of this sort 
every year. 
the Government to vote £1,970,000 for the 
relief of rates and; having got that money, 
epply it to an altogether different purpose— 
to the payment of defaulting land annuities. 
He thought some ‘other method should be 
devised of dealing with ‘the arrears. 

Mr. J. J: COUNTIHAN said that the great 
bulk of land annuity defaulters were people 
who were unable to pay them. The farmers 
were paying 95 per cent. in penal duties for 
the economic war, and, througn the dispute 
with England, were obliged to pay at least 
twenty millions a year. It was only justice 
that they should not have to pay either rates 
or anunities during the economic war. - 


A PROTEST 


“I. wish to enter a protest,” said Mr. 
Counihan, “ against the statements made by 
both ‘sides in the Dail. that the-honest man 
should pay while the dishonest man did not. 
I contend that many of the farmers who have 
not paid their annuities are quite as honest 
as the people who have paid them, but they 
are unable to pay them.’’~ 

Since they had come into office the Govern. 
ment had put a premium on dishonesty, as 
was seen in their handling of the 1933 Act. 
He did not think that the farmers’ were 
bound morally to pay the annuities, or rates. 
until they had first provided for their families 
ard could keep up a decent standard of 
living. 


STATE LIABILITY 


Colonel MOORE said that if the Irish State 
considered it their duty to establish the 
farmers in a proper position and bring them 
out of the bad lands in the West, the whole 
State should be liable. The charge should 
not be put on a few farmers, bat should be 
borne by the State. . 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he thought a 
strong case could be made for a change in 
the Guarantee Fund system. Such a change 
should not be incidental to a bill having a 
different purpose. There was a strong case 
for throwing liability for default on the local 


authorities from the point of view of the 
State. That case was strergthened greatly 


by the fact that there is a very widespread 
reluctance to assist the legal processes of rent 
collection by purchasing things that were put 
ur: for sale by the sheriffs. 3 


THE LAW 


He thought that it was the business of the 
Courts to construe the law as it appeared 
in the law.

COURT CASES 


The Minister had no fears about the cases 
before the Courts; he described the actions as 


! frivolous and vexatious, and there could have 


been little risk in allowing them to continue, 
because the chances of success against the 
Minister were the slightest. He (the speaker) 
held the view that, even if they were much 
greater than they were held to be, the danger 
to the State credit was much greater by en- 
acting that kind ot legislation than by any 
repercussions on the public finance, The 
Minister for Finance was thinking in terms 
of public financial credit, but there was some- 
thing bigger than that, more important than 
that--the credit for safeguarding the liberties 
of the individual citizen, and for giving a 
sense of security to thé individual citizen as 
a citizen. He could not understand why the 
Minister should take the line he had taken. 


l He knew that it was within his power during 


the next few months to correct any slip, by a 
re-adjustment of the estimates and the Appro- 
oriation Fund, and in the distribution of the 
agricultural grant. But the time to yo to 
the Legislature to ask for retrospective legis: 
laticn was when the Courts had given a 
decision in the matter. : : 


STATE AND CITIZE 


‘‘From the point of view of the integrity 
of relations between the State and the 
citizen,’’ concluded Senator Johnson, “ for the 
general true credit, the political credit of the 
country, I think the Ministry has made a 
sad mistake in proceeding with this bill, and. 
I think even worse are the arguments that 
were used and quoted from the Attorney- 
General in favour of the measure.” ; 

Mr. F. BLYTHE said that if the bill did 
anything it imposed a liability on the Guar- 
antee Fund. He thought that it was unwise 
for the Oireachtas and unwise for the Govern- 
ment to urge the Oireachtas to impose a 
charge of this nature on the Guarantee Fund 
at the present time. His view was that the 
Government was not going to be able to 
collect the land annuities if matters remained 
as they were at “present merely by saying: 
“Tf a man does not pay his neighbour will 
have.to pay.’’ If the amounts were small, 
as in the past, that method might be effective. 
Whatever the Minister might say it was, 
andoubtedly, a fact that in the main the 
failure to pay land annuities was due to an 
inability to pay. 


SUGGESTED COURSE 


Possibly there were some people who could 
pay, but who had refrained from paying 
because of apprehensions for the future. All 
that the business of piling new burdens on 
the rates would do would be to make some, 
who had been able to pay up to the present, 
more quickly unable to pay. In his opinion 
if the Government wanted to continue the 
collection of the land annuities at all, failing 
a¥settlement of the economic war, the best 
course for them to take would be to suspend 


the collection altogether during the present : 


period. If they did that the situation from 
their point of view would not be damaged, 
and the collection could be resumed when 
the position resumed normalcy. 

If the Government tightened the screw. it 
was only going to make matters worse. The 
Government. ought, at least, to continue the 
temporary relief given to agriculturists by 
removing the burden imposed on them by the 
present bill. It would bring an enor- 
mous burden on the rates during the coming 
year. In the: present financial year: most 
local authorities had not made provision for 


the loss of moneys involved by the retro- 
spective sections of the bill, and if the 
Minister would simply amend the law and 
allow’ the £716,000, or whatever it was, to 
go out, he would avoid a crisis and avoid the 
risk of bringing a greater number of farmers 
into bankruptcy. ' 


THE FUTURE 


He thought that the Guarantee Fund could 
only be operated by a foreign Government. 
It. could not be effectively operated under a 
native Government.

Guarantee Fund would make for soreness 
in the country, and the proper functioning 
of that fund would become impossible.

Mr, TOAL* said that in his long experiénce 
in County Monaghan he could not remember 
agricultural and. commercial. interests” being 
so disturbed as they were at the present day.

There was au 
apparent wave of prosperity, but it was more 
apparent than real, He ‘thought that the 
bill was a fatal step, as it would prevent loc=!

SMUGGLING 


One of the reasons why the default in rates 
was so small in Coupty Monaghan was be- 
cause smuggling of cattle was going on there, 
and people from acress the border were com- 
ing in and making fortunes on cattle which 
they smuggled to the other side of the border. 
Those people came into the fairs along. the 
Free State. side of the border, and paid prices 
for cattle which the ordinary cattle dealer 
could not. afford to pay. Theré was no dis- 
grace on the farmers of County Monaghan 
if they took the highest price they could get 
for their cattle Smuggling in and out of the 
Free State was being carried on to the ad- 
vantage of the farmers. ó 

Mr. MILROY said that the position of 
the Minister was vulnerable in altnost every 
point he. had made in connection with the 
bill. If the intentions of Parliament were 
to be of paramount consideration, he. would 
remind the Minister that it was the intention 
oí Parliament that there should be two 


Houses of the Oireachtas, and yet they had.

tion was, so that. the judgest in giving effect 
to the Statute would, in fact, carry out the 
purpose for which those Statutes were passed. 

To his mind, the Minister continued, there 
was no substance in the criticisms launched 
against the measure, and the House was now 
asked to state clearly, for the guidance of 
the courts, what its intentions in regard to 
the Guarantee Fund wére now and always 
had been. He thought that a much ‘greater 
injury would be done if they weré toaallow 
the courts to interpret the Statute, which, 
it. was contended, had another effect than 
that which the Oireachtas, which passed the 
Statute, had permitted the Minister and the 
Governinent to give effect to.

A SIDE-WIND 
When the Dail voted that monev in 1934,

Where, he asked, would the greater in- 
justice lie? Assumang the defect in the law 
which this bill was designed to remedy re- 
lated only to the pre-1923 purchase agree- 
ments, nobody had challenged the legitimacy 
or legality of the ao Fund procedure 
to. the post-1923 agreem®ats; but if those 
who purchased before 1923 get away with it, 
and if the Guarantee Fund did not apply to 
those transactions, how long did anyone 
think those: who purchased after 1923 would 
be content with their disadvantageous posi- 
tion? The whole system of land purchase 
would collapse. | 

He asked the House to remember that the

land-holders were, after all, only a minority 
of the community. That was sometimes over- 
looked, but the tact remained that they were

COUNTY CORK 


Where was the greater injustice? On 
people™ who owned nothing and who were 
going to be penalised’ simply because a cer 
tain section of farmers in this country were 
going to try and evade fulfilling their obliga- 
tions; or were people in County Cork, where, 
on the 3lst July last, arrears of annuities 
amounted to £227,000, going to escape free

A continuance of 
this state of affairs is prejudicial’to the 
interests of both countries, politically and 
economically. 
World peace is at present the subject: of 
anxious consideration in most countries, 
as reflected by the events of the last few 
months at Geneva. It would be in the 
interests of both Governments to compose 
their own differences and bring to the solu- 
tion of international affairs convincing 


evidence of good faith. 
THE DUTY ON COAL 


During the earlier stages of this 
economic conflict the Government secured 
from Parliament an Emergency Imposi- 
tion of Duties Act, which enabled the 
Executive Council to impose Customs and 
Excise duties by Cabinet decree. One of 
their first acts in carrying out their offen- 
sive on British trade was to impose a 
Customs duty of 5s. 4 ton on British coal. 
The purpose of thé impost was to prevent 
the importation of that commodity. As it 
is no longer Government policy to inter- 
fere with the importation of British coal, 
but rather to help it, no justification now 
exists for the continuance of that tax which 
presses heavily upon industry and on the 
poorer sections of the community.

A YEAR OF GAIN 


In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day :—The end of the calendar 
year 1935 is a fitting moment to put 
together some of those tests of the state 
of the nation which are made informative 
by the present scope and reliability of 
official statistics. The tests cannot be 
complete because some of them cannot be 
applied until the end of the financial year, 
but enough are already available to show 
that, in spite of many unfavourable 
factors, the rate of recovery has been sub- 
stantial, and that the conditions. favour- 
able to- continued recovery persist. The 
Government’s policy of giving priority to 
British trade and industry in the home 
market, and its expansion of that market 
by the assistance and encouragement gtven 
to housing and works of public utility have 
influenced the activities of many of the 
principal trades and industries. Cheap 
money, although itself reflecting the con- 
traction in international finance and trade, 
has also been a powerful stimulant. Ili 
has enabled debtors to repay loans with 
the proceeds of cheaper loans, and it has 
encouraged commercial and_ industrial 
enterprise to take varied advantage ol 
circumstances very favourable to it; 

' The confidence underlying these condi- 
tions has, on the whole, stood the disturb- 
ance of a general election, and of the per- 
sistence of unsettlement in international 
relations extremely well. At the same 


time, a remarkable improvement has 
taken place in the spending power of the 
people. 


After enumerating proofs of a continua- 
tion of the recovery: which began in 1932, 
The Times proceeds:—Its continuation 
at the rate and on the scale thereby 
revealed is really remarkable, in view of 
the world-wide unsettlement caused by the 
fact and by the consequences of the Italian 
attack upon Abyssinia. The steadiness dis- 
played by British finance and industry in 
face of this event undoubtedly reflects, not 
only the degree to which Italy had already 
cut herself off from world trade before 
any sanction was imposed, but also a wide- 
spread feeling that only a just and agreed 
settlement can really contribute to the 
restoration of calm and confidence. What- 
ever may have been felt in the past about 
the possible effects of an attempt to apply 


Covenant of the League of Nations, there 
is to-day a very general disposition to 
insist rather upon the new stability which 
would follow the success of such an 
attempt. Thus, one lesson of recent ex- 
perience is a better and wider understand- 
ing of the meaning of collective action 
and of the conditions necessary to its suc- 
cess, and, on the whole, 1936 can be 
faced without misgiving, provided. that 
recovery at home is not interrupted or, 
as it well might be, frustrated by serious 
industrial disputes, and notably by a 
dispute in the mining industry. Given 
this condition, there is no reason why 
confidence, upon which recovery must 
always depend, should not be maintained,

“S) ERNEST SHACKLETON as I 


Commander Worsley said that he was proud 
to have been associated with that magnificent 
Irishman, whom some people claimed as an 
Englishman. He referred to Sir Ernest’s first 
Antargtic expedition, when the whole party 
became stricken with blindness and were 
helped back to safety by Shackleton until he 
became ill. i 

He also. mentioned the Nimrod expeditiqn 
in:-1907, when the explorer got within 97 miles 
of the South Pole. He satd that but for the 
loss of a pony, which fell into a crevasse 
with 600Ib. of meat, Shackleton would have 
reached the South Pole and planted the British 
flag there before all comers. : 

The lecturer said that he joined Shackleton 
in 1914, and commanded the Endurance, the 
Norwegian-built ship in which they set out 
ou the expedition, Incidentally, he described 
the air-insulated clothes, which, she said, 
weighed less than the clothes worn -by men 
in great coats in this country in winter time. 
terrible place to live in, “There were no 
human beings there, no land animals, no land 
birds, nor even insects.. The party drifted in 
the ‘pack ice for three months before 


Shackleton broke through to, the gorth. + 
ADVENTUROUS. JOURNEY 


Commander Worsley - described how 
Shackleton and he and four otters set out 
from. Elephant Island in a 22:íoot boat with 
30 days’ provisions on an 800-mile journey to 
Seuth Georgia. Many privations, sufferings 
and adventures were sttstained on the 16 dav.’ 
journey, during jvhich they looked death 
many times square’ in the eye. The object 
of the journey was to secure help from the 
whaling stations, which represented the firs’ 
touch with civilisation after an absence of 
two years. After much trouble and adven- 
ture Shackleton got back to+Elephant Island 
and rescued the 22 men he had left there. 

The lecturer said that he came home and 
got command of a ship, and, taking a late 
part in the Great War, he bagged a German 
submarine off Waterford. 

He was later with Shackleton, fighting in 
Russia, and found him on his last journey 
in the Quest. Sir Ernest Shackleton died on 
January 5th, 1922.

edge for some time after the umbra has dis- 
appeared. Given fine weather, the eclipse 
should provide an interesting and instructive 
sight for the public, occurring, as it does, 
just after work hours on a Wednesday even- 
ing. “Over the greater part of Ireland the 
Moon will rise partly eclipsed, and the eclipse 
will increase until, just before 6 p.m., she is 
totally immersed in the Earth’s shadow. On 
this occasion the Moon does not w very 
deeply into the shadow, being totally im- 
mersed for only 23 minutes, instead of an 
hour or more, as she is when she passes 
centrally through the shadow cone. The 
colours of the eclipsed Moon have a certain 
importance, as they seem to form an index 
of the condition of the Earth’s atmosphere 
along that zone where the Moon is on the 
horizon at the time, and, therefore, have 
some connection with the weather to be ex- 
pected in the coming season. 


THE SUN. 


The Earth is at its least distance from the 
Sun on the 4th, or in ‘“‘ perihelion,”’ ag the 
astronomical term is. This fact, that we are 
nearest to the Sun,in mid-winter, seems to 
be very hard for the man in the street to 
swallow. Only a few days ago a leading 
article in an Irish daily paper explained the 
recent cold weather by stating that we are 
now at our greatest distance from the Sun. 
Seeing that every school text book of 
geography gives the correct explanation of 
the seasons, it must be rather discouraging 
to educational authorities to find that 
information so carefully given does not soak 
in better. It is, of course, the tclination 
of the Earth’s axis which makes the 
difference between summer and winter, and 
not our distance from the Sun The varia-

There has been a marked rise in solar 
activity during the last two or three months, 
and several spots visible to the naked eye 
have been seen on the Sun’s disc. They 
have even been noticed by the public during 
the recent spell of foggy weather, and some 
surprise expressed that they should be visible 
without any optical aid. But the visibility 
of large sunspots to the naked eye, when 
the Sun is dimmed by fog or the haze of the 
horizon, has been known for a very long 
time. The Chinese knew it, and- recorded 
remarkable sunspots, more than 2,000 years 
ago; though in Europe all the forces of 
superstition were mobilised against Galileo 
when he ventured to assert that such things 
existed.
